Make Their Own Selection of 


Men Who Consider Their 


Complaints 


AT A FRIENDLY CONFERENCE. 


Representative. Business Men Listen to 
Full Statements From the Printers and 


tbe Transcript and Suggest nothing 


Fairer or More Just than What 


the Transcript Has Done. 


TWO THOUSAND DOLLARS. 


At the request of the printers formerly 


connected with the TBANSCRIPT office, a 
number of representative business men 
kindly consented to call at the office of I 
the THANSCBlPt to talk over with the 
printers and the publishers their recent 
disagreements. The conference was held 
at the TRANSCRIPT office Tuesday even- 
ing. The clothing trade and the furniture, 
the boot and shoe, the dry goods, carpet 
and upholstery trades were represented 
by C. H. Cutting, W. V. Burdett, A. C. 
Weber, E. H. Pratt, E. A. Bryant and 
Samuel Cully. Three punters formerly 
connected with the TRANSCRIPT office, 
and Superintendent Bescott and the two 
proprietors of the TRANSCRIPT were pres- 
ent, making the representation very fairly 
balanced, though some of the business 
men expected were unavoidably detained. 


The selection of the parties to be pres- 


ent and to participate in the conference 
had been left entirely to the printers, 
even as regards whom should represent 
the TRANSCRIPT. This unusual privilege 
was cheerfully granted them. The idea 
of asking such a favor of the business men 
originated with and was wholly arranged 
for by the printers. 


The printers' side of the question was 


well presented and at length by J. A. 
Reagan and Ernest Faulkner. The TRAN- 
SCRIPT'S side of the matter, and the posi- 
tion taken by the proprietors were pre- 
sented in detail and fully explained by 
them, including the fact, of which the 
public may not have been aware, that 
since the meeting six weeks ago Thurs- 
day up to the present conference, during 
all the time of attempted boycott and 
agitation, not a single one of these 
printers who have been agitating this 
matter had expressed to the publishing 
company or communicated to it in any 
way any desire to obtain work in its 
office. 


The records of the local typographical 


union were brought out by the printers 
unsolicited, and during tbe reading of 
parts of them it was shown by the records 
themselves that instead of being locked 
out the printers bad voted not to come to 
work in tbe TRANSCRIPT office pending 
the proposed investigation, an investiga- 
tion to which the publishers had con- 
sented in their eiforts to have matters 
peacefully and satisfactorily adjusted. 


The demand mode by the printers Tues- 


day evening was, that help which had 
been employed during the time of their 
own refusal to work should be dischatgjd 
and the old printers be reinstated. 
'i he 


proprietors refused to comply with this 
demand and explained why it would be 
dishonorable and impossible to do so. 
They repeated in substance the statement 
published on the first day of the trouble, 
March 9, that any man employed as 
printer by this office would be employed 
wholly on bis own personal merits regard- 
less of the fact whether he was a union 
man or not, and said that any man was 
always at liberty to apply for a position 
at this office and would receive considera- 
tion when there were vacancies. 


The business men were cordially and 


repeatedly requested to make any sugges" 
tions which might occur to them, for it 
was the confident belief that their kindly 
attention to this matter was wholly in- 
tended for the good of this community 
and in the interest of peace and harmony 
among all concerned. They were asked 
if they could suggest anything in the mat- 
ter fairer or more just to all than what 
the TRANSCRIPT had done or is doing. 
The business men made no suggestion, the 
printers bad nothing further to offer and 
the conference was pleasantly ended. 


The Price of Saloon and Hotel Licenses'I 


this Year. 
1 


At a meeting of the license commis- 


sioners last night it was decided to 
increase the price of first, fourth and fifth 
class licenses $100 each. This makes the 
-prices as follows: 
First class, 51300; 


fourth class, $700; fifth class, $600. 


The fifth class Is tbe bottlers' license. 


Saloons and hotels are required to take 
first and fourth class licenses, which per- 
mit selling liquor to be drank on or on* the 
premises, and consequently t5e license 
fees of hotel men and saloon keepers will 
be $2000 this year. Heretofore it has been 
$1800 since the high license system was 
introduced. 


So far as can be learned the commis- 


sioners were influenced to make this 
change by the great demand for licenses. 
There are eleven more applications than 
there were last year, and the commis- 
sioners came to the conclusion that a 
privilege for which there is such a vigor- 
ous demand might be worth more than 
the old price. 


LEE MANUFACTURER DEAD. 


He Had a Wide Reputatlsn as a Maker of 


Paper Machinery. 


John Dowd, 71, died at his home in Eist 


Lee yesterday after a long and painful 
sickness from heart and lung troubles. 
Mr. Dowd has been known to paper man- 
ufacturers for the last half century as a 
maker of paper-mill machinery, bis spec- 
ialties being bed plates and engine and 
cutter knives. Mr. Dowd was born at 
Sandisfleld, learned his trade of one John 
Potter, in New Marlboro, and at the age 
of 23 went to Lee, where he had been In 
business ever since. 
The business has 


recently been under the management of 
his sons, Edward and Wolcott Dowd.

products have 
become staple 


throughout the paper-making world. For 
several years he had been in poor health 
and the end was not unexpected. His 
widow, three sons and a daughter survive.

PRICE OF LICENSES RAISED. 


The liquor dealers of North Adams 


will have to pay J2000 instead of $1800 for 
their first and fourth class licenses the 
con ing year and probably as lone as high 
license prevails here. The license com- 
rni.^ioners came to this decision last eve- 
ning. 


In this paper yesterday was a discussion 


of t lie reasons for and against the proposed 
change, at the close of which we said: "If 
the business will stand $2000, it should pay 
it. 
If it is now taxed up to what it will 


stand it should remain where it is. 
And 


the welfare to be considered i£ that of the 
pul> lie and the tax-payer not that of the 
liquor-seller." 


\\ e have reason to believe that the 


lict use commission concluded that the 
liquor business could stand a higher tax 
wit li benefit to the public treasury. 


1' he departure is not radical nor one 


thai effects any principle. It means |3SOO 
more for public purposes, and makes the 
saloon business a little less desirable. It 
also emphasizes the fact that the license 
commission is not made up of men who 
lack courage to depart from an old prece- 
dent or who are at all under the influence 
of the liquor interests,—for the action 
tak es just *200 out of each license-holders 
profits. 


'J he next year will have to demonstrate 


thi w isdom of this action and whether or 
nut the price has been fixed too high, so 
rcMilting in evasion of law and illegal 
mfthods in the business. But on its face, 
the action has a very welcome temper- 
ail! e appearance. We hope it will prove 
SIH u in operation. 


i THE C1CYCLE ERA. 


N'one of us can avoid the fact that the 


b_t ycle in tlm day and generation, and 
t- <ec]aHy in these first spring days of the 
si inner se.is.on, ii taking more attention 
tl1 n horses, steam cars and street cars 
combined. And its empire is widening. 
Politics are no longer without the sphere 
ol its effects, woman is captured and man 
is crazed with delight. 


The New York Tribune reviewing the 


bicycle situation put some rather forcible 
(arts to the front, and said in part: 


••The immense crowds that attend the 


C> cle Show held in this city last January 
furnished most significant testimony to 
the wide-spread interest felt in this in- 
st i unient of exercise and locomotion. It 
ct rtainly was a fact of more than common 
moment that upward of 100,000 people 
M ore drawn to the Madison Square Qar- 
d n during the week that the show con- 
tinued, the sole attraction being bicycles 
and bicycle equipments displayed in 
e\ ery available foot of space on the three 
floors of the vast building. 
The predio 


turn of such an exhibition and such an 
at tendance ten or even five years ago 
v ould have been reckoned a wildly im- 
probable dream. Its occurrence spoke 
volumes as to the number of people 
deeply interested in the 'silent steed.' 


"So numerous are the wheels offered for 


i-ule that there have been many predic- 
tions ot a break in prices, but it has not 
j ct come, and irom more than one factory 
t he intelligence is that it is impossible to 
li 11 orders promptly. Then just as soon 
si-, the season began to open the riders 
v ere seen abroad in force, and the last 
t \vo Sundays—in the first half of April, be 
it remembered—have 
witnessed such 


crowds of wheelmen on our boulevards 
and parkways as had never been seen be- 


f tire. If it is thus at the beginning of the 
reason, what will it be when the season is 
i cally opened and all those who have given 
orders for new wheels are equipped with 
t hem and have taken to the road? 


"There is not a scintilla of evidence to 


mpport the claim of those who have con- 
fidently asserted that cycling was a Tad' 
und that popular interest in it would soon 
'lecline. An estimate already made is that 
t en times as many people will be riding 
bicycles this year as last; and really it 
does not seem as if this was a great exag- 
geration. Like all things of surpassing 
merit, it is liable to gross abuse, and there 
tan be no question that some of its vota- 
ries use it to their temporary and perhaps 
permanent harm. But in the vast major- 
ity of cases it is of undoubted benefit. 


"As respects form and construction, 


the present year has witnessed no marked 
advance in the bicycle. In general there 
is little change as compared with the 
wheels put out in 1S95. Such differences 
as appear are mainly in the direction of 
making the machines stranger and more 
durable. There has been somewhat of a 
reaction against the extreme lightness of 
weight that marked many of last year's 
wheels, and it seems plain that the limit 
has been reached in the efforts to reduce 
weight by all possible means. The ques- 
tion of saddles has not been satisfactorily 
••tiled, but so many new designs are 
offered this year that the fastidious ought 
to get themselves suited without extreme 
difficulty. 
The choice of a saddle is 


largely a matter of individual preference 
of idiosyncrasy, for what is perfectly 
comfortable and satisfactory for' one 
person may be quite the opposite for 
mother." 


The gypsy moth is no joke, though we 


in western Massachusetts know little of 
•his destructive creature except through 
;he reports of proceedings In the state 
legislature and the frequent jocose re- 
marks of the newspapers about "the gyp- 
sey moth and the Massachusetts states- 
men working together," etc., etc. But in 
eastern Massachusetts this insect exists as 
a menace to every tree and shrub that 
grows, and a curse to the sections where 
it exists no less terrible than the locust 
was to Egypt. 


The moth passes through the usual 


stages of I he egg, caterpillar and pupa to 


full-grown 
destructive 
mothship. 


The eggs are layed In clusters of about 
>00 each, generally found in the rough 
bark of trees or in crevices of any kind, 
are layed in July, August or September, 
ar.d are hatched in the early spring fol- 
lowing. The caterpillar is about one-fifth 
of an inch long when hatched. In July or 
August it becomes a chrysalis and after ten 
or twelve days becomes a moth. At this 
stage he becomes very interesting, espe- 
cially to the state legislature and the 
farmers of Middlesex county. 


But it is the caterpillar that makes 


destruction, and in this stage of the 
moth's existence we repeat here the offi- 
cial state report concerning the creature: 


The gypsy moth feeds only when ia the 
arval or caterpillar state. In Massachu- 
setts the eggs of the gypsy moth begin 
hatching about April 20, and the young 
continue to emerge until the middle of 
June. 
The length of larval life varies 


somewhat according to circumstances, 
but probe bly averages ten weeks; there- 
fore the (ceding season in this country 
lasts about four monthb. When the cat- 
erpillars are first hatched from the eggs 
.hey are light in color and covered with 
whitish hairs. 
Iti a few hours they 


assume a dark hue. They usually remain 
n or near the egg-cluster until they 
change in color, and should the weather 
be cold they sometimes remain for sev- 
ral days in a semi-torpid condition upon 
the egg-cluster. 
If the temperature is 


favorable they usually search for food 
before they are twenty-four hours old. 
During t ue first few weeks of their exist" 
Mice the.' remain most of the time on the 
leaves, feeding mainly on the under side. 


Their feeding habits are so uncertain 


that no rule can be given which will apply 
to nil individuals, but before they are 
half grov.'n they generally begin to mani- 
fest their gregarious instincts. At that 
ime and for the rest of their existence as 
caterpillars they spend a large part of the 
day clustered in sheltered situations, and 
feed principally at night, going up the 
trees and out on the branches after dark 
and returning before daybreak. 
Where 


:hey are so abundant that the food sup- 
ply is iiiMifficient they evince much rest- 
lessness, and feed in numbers dnrlng all 
hours of the day and night. They may 
then be seen hastening to and fro, both 
up and down the trees. 
Those which 


lave fed sufficiently are at once replaced 
by hungry new-comers, and the destruc 
lion of the foliage goes on inceesantly. 


At such times the trunks and lower 


branches of trees are covered with a mov- 
ing mass of caterpillars, hurrying throngs 
are passing and repassing, and nearly 
every leaf or denuded stem bears up one 
or more of the feeding insects. The rust- 
ling caused by their movements and the 
continual dropping of excrements is 
plainly audible. On tall trees the larger 
caterpillars appear to crawl to the higher 
limbs, and they seem to prefer to feed 
well out, toward the end of the branches. 
They do not feed gregariously except 
when in great numbers; therefore they 
seldom strip one branch, as do the larva? 
of the Vanessa antiopa, but scatter 
throughout the trees, eating a little from 
each le if. Early in the season, when they 
are small and few in numbers, their rav- 
ages are scarcely noticed; but as they 
grow lurger and more numerous their in- 
roads on the decrease the foliage area 
night by n-|»ht, until suddenly all the 
leaves appear to have been eaten in a sin/ 
gle night, and the tree is stripped. 


The sorp-vp moth is known to destroy 


the fol'age of nearly all native and iiitro 
duced 
Kees and plants of economic 


imporfjnoe. Tlie li«t of its food plants 
includes nearlv a" I evergreen and decid- 
uous trees, most bushes, sbrob?, vines 
and vegetables*, and it lias bean seen to 
eat gin»« 
Wherever the caterpillars 


become numerous they move slowly, 
devouring nearly every green leaf and 
bud as they go. They feed during a much 
longer season than the canker worm or 
the tent caterpillar. In the months of 
June, .July and August, 1801, trees which 
had been stripped early in the season and 
whose leaves were again put out were 
again defoliated by these caterpillars and 
kept bare all summer; therefore not only 
was all prospect of a friut harvest de- 
stroyed, but many trees were killed by 
this continual det'oHat'on.

Then he goes to bed and wonders why he 
docs not feol right well in the morning. 


"Any one who will think a moment 


will see that without exercise to make the 
bloccl flow fully, freely and evenly It is im- 
possible for the digestive organs to success- 
fully tnkc care of such nn amount of food 
in one day. Eating must be followed by 
sufficient exercise to keep up tho circula- 
tion or tho result will be heaviness. If 
our pint] of eating too much and too often 
Is continually followed, the inevitable re- 
sult Is dyspepsia with all its attendant 
troubles. All this can bo avoided if the 
men of todny will simply remember that 
it is better to cat little and digest it th.in 
to cat too much nnd not have it assimilat- 
ed. It Is absolutely necessary that one 
should take cierclse and that one diet 
oneself whenever tho symptoms ot over- 
eating or overdrinking appear. 


"To show how many evils arc attributed 


to overeating, I had a patient who was aft- 
terward cured on a diagnosis of dilatation 
of tho stomach after sis years of suffering, 
during which time he was umler the joint 
care of the very first physicians of tho city 
and all the treatment far indigestion and 
dyspepsia was tried in vain.

A traveler who has Utoently returned 


from a tour of Europe thus communicates 
to the New York Times his impressions of 
Holland nnd Its Inhabitants: 
" That which more than anything else 


arrests the attention of « foreigner visiting 
Holland for tho first time is the fact that 
a large portion of the country Is from 8 to 
20 feet bolow the high watermark at Am- 
sterdam. Indeed its name,'Holland,' or 
'Hollowland,' Is derived from Its peculiar 
topographical configuration. But for the 
expenditure of vast sums of money and 
unceasing watchfulness aud tireless Indus- 
try In maintaining the barriers against tho 
encroachments of tho ma, much of tho 
country would bo submerged. Nearly 
$70,000,000 has been expanded In con- 
structing the 1,000 miles of defensive dikes, 
which seem to say to tho waves, as did 
King Canute, 'Thus far shalt thou como, 
but no farther.' 


"The Dutch people are generally below 


the middle stature, Inclined to corpulency 
and remarkable for a heavy, awkward 
mien. The women have exceedingly beau- 
tiful complexions. Their skins aro of a 
pure white, but generally they fall in ex- 
pression nnd resemble fine waxwork. It Is 
not a little remarkable that they retain 
their exquisite complexions even beyond 
threescore and tan. And yet you would 
not call the Dutch women beautiful—their 
persons are too short and robust. 
Your 


admiration of them would be much the 
same as suggested by the representations 
at Mme. Tussaud's or the Eden Museo. 


"Tho fashionable ladies of Holland dress 


liko these of England and America, but 
fashion has little to do in the rural dis- 
tricts of Holland. Tho peasant women 
wear caps of Immaculate whiteness, re- 
sembling somewhat the white portion of 
the headdress of our sisters of charity, fit- 
ting closely to the bead and surmounted 
by an outer hood of woolen or silk; this 
when visiting or traveling. When at 
home, their headdress is an immense hat of 
straw nearly as large as an umbrella, 
adorned with representations of stars, 
birds, beasts, etc. Their waists are of ex- 
travagant lengths, and the other portions 
of their dress aro stuffed and padded to a 
degree that mocks proportion and sym- 
metry. This distinctive and never chang- 
ing fashion Is handed down from mother 
to (laughter and is substantially just as it 
was In the days of the Duke of Alva. 
'' Tho most striking feature of the Dutch 


character is antagonism to dirt and filth, 
their extravagant efforts to insure cleanli- 
ness in some instances amounting almost 
to Insanity. It is scrub, scrub, scrub, even 
when tho foreign eye falls to detect any- 
thing objectionable. Tho Dutch house- 
wife sots opart a certain day for the cleans- 
ing of, say, the bedroom, and upon that 
day tho bedroom must be cleaned. Even 
if no dirt be discernible, sufficient time 
has elapsed for its accumulation, she rea- 
sons; it is the bedroom's day, and it most 
pass the ordeal. 


"The lower parts of many of tho north 


Holland houses are lined with white Dutch 
tiles, and some of the rooms are paved 
with small, square tiles, put together 
without cement. Tho kitchen furniture 
—In copper, tin, pewter and Iron—affords 
a striking proof of tho mistress' regard for 
neatness in arrangement and cleanliness 
in appearance. The beds and tables are 
covered with the finest linen and tho rooms 
nro adorned with pictures and the yards 
and gardens with flowers. The houses in 
almost every portion of the province of 
North Holland present a gay appearance. 
Tho windows and doors are generally 
painted green and the most lavish use of 
water is indulged In, not only the win- 
dows, but the entire fronts of the houses 
being washed two or three times each week. 
Tho same care is extended to the streets In 
which the moreopulent inhabitants reside. 


"The traveler Is Impressed with the fact 


that Holland is emphatically a country of 
largo towns, no less than 40 having above 
10,000 population, 3 more than 100,000 
and 1 (Amsterdam) upward of 300,000 in- 
habitants. 
The larger towns aro sur- 


rounded by market gardens, many of 
which are small, every inch of land being 
cultivated to the highest possibility of 
productiveness. These small gardeners do 
not keep horses as beasts of burden, since 
their maintenance would involvo a too 
considerable expense. They employ dogs, 
which are as much members of the family 
as the sons or daughters. These dogs aro 
powerful brutes, capable of drawing loads 
out of all proportion to their size". 


"The custom of smoking is so prevalent 


In Holland that a genuine Dutch boor, 
instead of describing distances between 
places by miles or hours, will say a town 
or house is so many pipes away. Thus a 
man may reach Delft from Rotterdam in 
four pipes, but if he go on to The Hague 
he will consume seven pipes during tbo 
journey. 
All Dutchmen of the lower 


class, and not a few in the higher walks 
of life, carry in their pockets all requisites 
for smoking—an onormous box holding at 
least, half a pound of tobacco, a pipe of 
olay or ivory according to inclination or 
means, instruments to cleanse It, a prick- 
er to remove obstructions from the stem, 
a cover of brass to prevent sparks or ashes 
from flying about, and a bountiful supply 
of matches. A Dutchman in Holland 
without a pipe would bo a rnra avis, and 
such pipes I Some of them are of an an- 
tiquity which entitles them to veneration, 
but certainly not to respect, and so mon- 
strous in size that as weapons of offense or 
defense they would certainly prove for- 
midable. 


"Tho chief characteristics of the Dutch 


are patience, ingenuity and perseverance. 
Their natural temperament is phlegmatic, 
nud the results achieved by their labors 
nre duo rather to continued application 
than arduous exertion. Tho love of money 
is their ruling passion and the mainspring 
fit all their actions, and as their energies 
r.ra concentrated upon ways and means to 
procure it no people are so unsociable. 
They BOOH) to havo no time for the practice 
of the various social amenities which in 
other countries soften the asperities of ex- 
istence. They speak little and laugh less. 
But tholr appearance and expression give 
n poor indication of their sterling quali- 
ties, Their general truthfulness, sincerity 
and honesty are evident to every one whose 
oirn respectability gains him admission 
en terms of familiar Intercourse to the 
respectable circles of Dutch society."

Washington, April 22.—A committee 


of the New York State Bar association 
appointed to prepare a plan for crea- 
tion of an international court of arbi- 
tration called on President Cleveland 
by appointment yesterday afternoon 
and presented a plan recommended for 
that purpose. Mr. Cleveland promised 
to give careful consideration to the 
views presented. The proposal is to 
establish a permanent international 
court of arbitration, to be composed of 
nine members, each representative to 
be a member of the supreme or highest 
court of the nation he shall represent, 
and to be chosen by a majority of his 
associates, because of his high charac- 
ter as a publicist and judge and his 
recognized ability 
and 
irreproach- 


able 
integrity. Each judge is to 


hold 
office 
during 
life 
or 
the 


will of the court selecting him. The 
court thus constituted is to make its 
own rules and to fix its place of meet- 
ing. Controverted questions are to be 
submitted by treaty between the dis- 
puting nations to the court with an ex- 
press stipulation that all parties shall 
conform to whatever determination the 
court shall make of the controversy. 
Independent powers not represented in 
the tribunal may submit controversies 
to its decision by complying with the 
rules of the court on contributing such 
stipulated amount to its expenses as 
may be provided for by the rules or de- 
termined by the court. It is recom- 
mended that the prebident enter at 
once into correspondence with repre- 
sentatives of the governments of Great 
Britain, France, Germany, Eussia, The 
Netherlands, Mexico, Brazil and the 
Argentine Republic. 


TREASURY GOLD RESERVE. 


Sl23,000,OOO Withdrawn Since July I of 


Last Year. 


Washington, April 22.—The treasury 


gold reserve at the opening of business 
to-day stood at 8125,913,6*7. Only 82,- 
000,000 of gold remain to be turned 
into the treasury from the last bond 
hale of $100,000,000. On February 10 
of this year the gold reserve had de- 
clined to $44,000,000, its lowest point. 
The highest point reached after that 
date was 8128,000,000 as the gold from 
the last bond sale was paid. Since 
February 10 there have been with- 
drawn from the treasury in the re- 
demption of United States notes and 
treasury notes $39,000,000 in gold, and 
since July 1, 1893, the withdrawals 
have been $125,000,000 or nearly $15,- 
000,000 more than >vas derived from the 
last bond sale. The total withdrawals 
for the present month have been $4,- 
725,000.

Paris, April 22.—The all-absorbing

Baslly Exposed. 


New York, April 22.—Nikola Tesla 


is still devoting a great deal of hw 
time to the scientific investigation of 
the Roentgen ray effects. In a long 
communication to the Electrical Re- 
view, to be published to-day, he an- 
nounces, among others, two interesting 
results he has achieved. One of these 
is that it a sensitive film be placed be- 
tween two plates, say of magnesium 
and copper, a true Roentgen radio- 
graph would be obtained after a very 
long exposure In the dark. Another 
wonderful result Tesla has obtained is 
that by the use of a new type of 
flourescent 
screen, devised in 
hia 


laboratory, he has been able to greatly 
increase the sharpness of the outlines, 
in a shadow on the screen and to actu- 
ally see the human heart. Regarding 
this Tesla says: "By the use of the 
above apparatus I have been enabled 
to examine much better than before 
the body by means of the flourescent 
screen. 
Presently 
the 
vertebral 


column can be seen quite clearly, even 
in the lower part of the body. I have 
also clearly noted the outlines of the 
hip bones. Looking to the region of 
the heart I have been able to locate it 
unmistakably. 
The backg.-mind ap- 


peared much brighter, and thij differ- 
ence in the intensity of the shadow 
aud surrounding has surprised me. 
T4e ribs I could now see on a number 
of occasions quite distinctly as well as 
the shoulder bones. Of course, there 
is no difficulty whatever in observing 
the bones of all the limbs." This latter 
discovery, he thinks, is capable of ex- 
tensive practical application.
